there was a concerted movement of 
those who Had been left behind. Sev- 
eral cases of rifles and a large quantity 
of ammunition was forwarded to Lon- 
don last night by express by Adjutant- 


General Collier. He says-he expects no 
trouble at London, but wishes to have 
matters ready for an emergency. 


Governor Taylor has, for the time 


being at least, given up the idea, of 
going- to London and will remain in the 
executive building in Frankfort. 


Mr. Goebel has had a sinking spell 


and at one time it was thought he was 
dying. 
Although he revived 
under 


stimulants, his condition at noon was 
alarming. 


At 12 o'clock Dr. Hume in attendance 


on "Governor" Goebel made the follew- 
ing statement in regard to his patient's 
condition: "I am sorry to say Gover- 
nor Goebel is decidedly worse. He is 
very restless 
and 
apparently losing 


strength. He has been troubled more 
or less with nausea and hiccoughing all 
morning and it has been found neces- 
sary 
to 
administer hypodermic in- 


jection of morphine and 
atrophine. 


Should we succeed in restoring his 
stomach to normal condition so the gov 
ernor can receive some nourishment 
there is hope for him. But»no one can 
tell how long strength will last in the 
present condition. 
The morning- the 


governor was shot he was sick a.1 Hie 
stomach and went to the state house 
y\ ithout breakfast. 
He has had prac- 


tically no nourishment since. All in all, 
the governor's condition is much worse 
than yesterday." 


At noon "Governor" Goebel's pulse 


was 126 and 
his 
respiration 43. His 


temperature was not taken .

WILL RESUME MONDAY 


1 tendon,, Feb. 3.— Great Britain's hopes 
are new centered on Kitchener. It is 
persistently rumored that he will start 
with a big force to try to relieve Lady- 
smith. 


The plan, it is said, is to advance to 


the right of Colenso, making a long de- 
tour by way of Wp*nen. He would cross 
the Tugela 12 or 15 miles to the right of 
Colenso, and his aim would be to turn 
the Boer left flank. 


At the same time Buller hold^ the 


d-ifts north of Springfield, where he 
crossed last week. He will thus be in 
a position to effectively co-operate with 
Kitchener by distracting the attention 
of the Boers by another attack on their 
right flank. 


At present the Boers have an immense 


advantage because their position is com- 
pact, though acting on what military 
men call "interior lines." Thus whether 
attacked at Spion kop or Colenso they 
can quickly concentrate their forces to 
meet the new attack. 


With, however, an attack on their left 


by Kitchener, 15 miles further away, it 
is tnoi:ght that they sill not be able- to 
use their forces in a compact line, but 
will have to divide them. 


Lord Kitchener has been travelling 


from army to army In northern Cape 
Colony, and General French, by in- 
structions, is now in Cape Town con- 
sulting with Lord Roberts. Large en- 
gineering constructions are proceeding 
at Modder river, suggesting that Lord 
Methuen's fortified camp has been se- 
lected as the base from which to invade 
the Free State. 
Numerous sidings, 


platforms and' warehouses are being 
built, and a permanent railway bridge 
is well advanced. 


The correspondent of The Times at 


Lourenzo Marquez, telegraphing yester- 
day, says: Crowds of military looking 
men are still landing here. During the 
last two days more than 100, described 
as suspicious, have arrived in German 
steamers. Pome .left'yesterday for Pre- 
toria. Many of them wore riding boots 
and carried field glasses. They were 
evidently officers, and were assiduously 
attended by a Transvaal detective.

bers of the house was also appointed 
to draw up resolutions showing the con- 
dition of affairs existing at the state 
capitol, and covering thoroug-ly the 
Democratic side of the controversy.

at London next 
Tuesday. 


Though none of those who attended the 
caucus cared to discuss the matter, it 
seems to be well understood among th* 
members of the legislature that the ses- 
sion at London will be ignored alto- 
gether by them, and that no Democrat 
•will attend "until compelled to do so." 


It was practically decided that no 


more formal demands will be made to 
hold sessions of the legislature in the 
state house by the Democratic members 
in a. body, who will, however, continue 
to hold sessions at some convenient 
place until the political atmosphere has 
cleared. 
This plan of action was de- 


cided on to forestall any attempt on the 
part of the Republicans to arrest them 
and compel their attendance at London, 
•which action, according to the Demo- 
cratic members, has been determined on 
by Governor Taylor. 


If arrests are attempted, no resistance 


•will be made by the Democrats, either 
to arrest or to attending the session at 
London, should they be arrested. 
It 


•was determined that all acts of violence 
should be avoided, and that the battle 
' lor supremacy hereafter should be 
fought out in the courts. 


Nevertheless the situation is regarded 


as grave by members of both parties. 
and no one is willing to forecast the re- 
eult of the anticipated clash of 
au- 


thority between Governor Taylor and 
the state courts. 


tempt to enforce the rulings of its pre- 
siding- judge. .Behind this judge the 
Democrats will have for the first time 
the active executive head in the person 
ot" Acting Governor Beckham, and, from 
thu Democratic standpoint, a regularly 
appointed adjutant general whose or- 
deis IV troops now encamped around 
tht> .-aj'itol building are bound to obey.

The first clash came when Alonzo 


Walker,' a stenographer employed by 
the Democratic attorneys, was arrested 
in the capitol grounds, charged with 
conduct tending to incite mutiny and 
riot. The conduct consisted in pinning 
to the door of the private office of Gov- 
ernor Taylor a notice that Democratic 
attorneys would appear before Judge 
Cantrell of the circuit court and ask for 
an injunction restraining Governor Tay- 
Iqr from all interference with the move- 
ments of the legislature and from his 
announced attempt to remove it to Lon- 
don, in this state. 


The injunction will be aske-d for today, 


and there is no doubt that it will be 
granted. Judge Cantrell has the repu- 
tation of being a man who will attempt 
by all means in his pSwer to enforce the 
rulings handed down from his bench. 
He will most certainly use all the power 
in bis hands to secure the operation of 
his injunction. 


It is certain that the Republicans will 


pay no attention to Judge Cantrell or 
his writs. The Democrats claim that 
the action of the Republicans in arrest- 
ing Walker while he was attempting to 
carry out the orders of the court has 
placed them in conivmpt of coifft anfi 
they will make all of the point possible.

Washington, Pel*. 3.—An effort by 


••nator Pettigrew of South Dakota to 
discuss the situation in the Philippines 
yester3ay, taking for his text the reso- 
lution he ottered Thursday, was of no 
avail, as he was met by a point of order 
which took him from the floor. He had 
gotten only so far as to charge that the 
great Journals of the country would not 
publish the facts concerning the Philip- 
pine v»ar when the point of order wa» 
made by Senator Gallinger and sustained 
by the chair. Subsequently he offered 
another resolution, on which he will 
speak next week. 


"The great journals of the country," 


eaid Mr. Pettigrew, "are not open to the 
publication of the facts regarding thin 
subject. Their columns are not open to 
these facts. They will not publish what 
transpires here and the people can b« 
reached only through the plan I have 
adopted of securing the publication of 
the document in the form of documents. 
The great newspapers are supporting 
the policy of the administration and we 
have been driven to this course in order 
to get the facts to thegeople through the 
mails." 


The senate in executive session took 


up The Hague peace treaty. There was 
a brief discussion of it, but no opposi- 
tion was developed. The treaty would 
have been ratified, but under the rule it 
had to lie over 24 hours after being read. 


Senator Allen of Nebraska concluded 


his speech in arraignment of Secretary 
Gage because of his transactions witlh 
the National City bank of New Tork.

President McKinley sent to congress 


the first half of the report on the Phil- 
ippine islands, which is signed by Jacob 
G. Schurman, president; George Dewey, 
Charles Denby and Dean C. "Worcester. 


It details a full description of the ef • 


forts made by the commission while at 
Manila to terminate the insurrection 
and secure pacification of the islands, 
and is devoted to the population of the 
Philippines. The folio-wing subjects aro 
treated: Education, government, the 
judicial system, naval matters, the 
clergy and religious orders, the registra- 
tion law, the law of marriage, the cur- 
rency, Chinese in the Philippines, public 
health. The volume contains a large 
number of exhibits. 


There are several draughts of con- 


stitutions proposed by prominent Fili- 
pinos, one being a copy of the so-called 
Philippine republic 'constitution. 
An- 


other constitution is that prepared for 
the island of Negros. The document 
presents the conclusions reached bv; the 
commission on matters pertaining1 to 
the Philippines, its view of industries', 
social and economic conditions, and an 
elaborate plan of government. 


The commission declares its belief 


that at present the islands need the pro- 
tection of the United States. The re- 
port says that it will be safe, expedient 
and desirable to grant to the inhabitants 
of the archipelago a large measure of 
home rule in local affairs. Their towns 
should enjoy substantially^ the rights, 
privileges and immunities of towns in 
one of th_e territories of the United 
States. The suffrage should 
be re- 


stricted by educational 
or property 


qualifications, or perhaps both. 


The system will necessitate a small 


body of American officials of great 
ability and integrity and of much 
patience and tact in dealing with other 
race's. It has been thought by many 
that the system of government by pro- 
tectorate which has been established in 
the Malayan peninsula 'should be ap- 
plied by the United States to the Philip- 
pine islands. 


But the commission is not of the opin- 


ion that such a protectorate is desirable. 
The idea of a protectorate entertained 
by the insurgent leaders, under which 
they should enjoy all the powers of an 
Independent sovereign government, and 
the Americans should assume all obli- 
gations to foreign nations for their good 
use of those powers; would create an im- 
possible situation for the United States. 


Bernstein Put to Sleep. 


New Tork, Feb. 3.—Joe Bernstein, the 


featherweight of this city, \vas knocked 
out by Kid Broad of Cleveland in the 
13th round before the Broadway Athletic 
club last night. Bernstein was not in 
very good condition, while Broad was in 
excellent shape. From the first round 
Broad was on the aggressive, and in the 
13th round Bernstein was brought down 
as the result of a right jolt under the 
heart. Bernstein was unconscious for 
several minutes. 


Counterfeiting Conspiracy Exposed. 


Montreal, Feb. 3.—By the arrest of 


Anthony Decker in Baltimore a counter- 
feiting conspiracy formed in thi» city 
about a year ago has been exposed. 
For eight months the Canadian secret 
service has had the men shadowed, 
•waiting for the proper time to catch 
them red-handed. Further arrests are 
to be made in New Tork and Montreal.

Some are life size, such 
as a pair of lungs and a stomach, but 
others, an eye and an ear for Instance, 
are large enough to have belonged to 
the giant who was knocked out by 
Jack. A weird model of a head dem- 
onstrates unpleasantly how you would 
look If your skin were peeled off your 
face. Every vein and nerve and mus- 
cle Is carefully outlined and colored. 
A figure displaying the entire interior 
of a torso, colored to represent nature, 
shows us that all sorts of tints go to 
make UG up Inside. One is apt to think 
of oneself, as being of one harmonious 
red interiorly, but this Is all wrong, it 
appears. 


Studying these figures seta one won- 


dering wljere they come from .and who 
models them. It would be an occupa- 
tion congenial to few, one would sup- 
pose. 
A gentleman, who came to the 


door for a moment courteously answer- 
ed a lot of questions asked by an In- 
quisitive person. 


"These models," said he, "are all 


made In Germany and Prance. There 
are none made In this country. 
Yes, 


the manufacturer's 
assistants make 


their originals in clay, working direct- 
ly from subjects obtained in hospitals 
and morgues. Azou of Paris is the 
largest manufacturer of this line of 
goods. They make models of sections 
of animals also. For Instance, we now 
have an order for a deer. Come inside 
and let me show you more of the 
things." A glass .case In the rear of 
the store was filled with all sorts of 
parts of all sorts of animals, human 
and otherwise. 


"Isn't this a beautiful heart?" said 


he enthusiastically, exhibiting a life 
eize organ of papier mache, divided up 
Into little hinged parts and colored 
red and tan and pink and blue. 


"It sells for $9. A little throat, sim- 


ilarly colored and divided, would cost 
you $8 if your fancy ran to that kind 
of bric-a-brac. A beautiful little bit 
of mechanism composed 
of papier 


mache, bone and wire, illustrating the 
nerves connecting the tongue with the 
ear, and various intricate auricular ar- 
rangements you can buy for $35." 


There was a shelf full of brains and 


another full of animals' legs and stom- 
achs and livers and things. Altogether 
It was a pretty bloody looking kind of 
show on account of the quantities of 
red paint used to illustrate large sec- 
tions of muscle. Then standing up in 
one corner was a life size figure of a 
man composed of innumerable 
sep- 


arate pieces, so that any part could be 
taken off and individually studied. One 
side demonstrated the muscle forma- 
tion and the other the veins and nerves 
and arteries. This figure can be bought 
for §500 by any one who wishes snch 
an ornament. 


Then there were'genuine skulls and 


skeletons. The French excel us also 
in the preparation of human bones 
for the market. An articulated skull 
of American workmanship would cost 
$9. 
A skull of French articulation 


was priced at $25, and the work was 
admirable. All the most delicate little 
bones were carefully preserved and ar- 
ranged, and it was subdivided into 
many small parts, held together with 
tiny brass hinges. The top of the skull 
was sawed evenly off, so as to form a 
sort of cap, but the other openings 
eeemed irregular and dovetailed. This 
was explained thus: 


"Do you know how they separate a 


skull into its various parts? 
Well, 


they pack it full of sawdust, which 
they then wet. The sawdust expands 
and bursts the skull apart along its 
natural joinings or sutures. These are 
then hinged and wired, as you see. It 
all requires most delicate manipula- 
tion by an expert. Tramond of Paris 
is the leading artist in skulls and 
bones. The business of modeling these 
papier mache organs and of articulat- 
ing bones is not an overcrowded one, 
as there is not a large demand for 
such things. Schools and colleges are 
the chief buyers of the articles. There 
are precious few students, as you may 
imagine, who can afford to invest so 
much money in models for private 
study."

fluence on General 


Trade

Weather influences have played no 
small part in the general trade situation, 
and yet some of the unquestionable im- 
provement in tone can hardly be charged 
to the more seasonable weather experi- 


I enced. Whatever the causes, however, 
, and they have been diverse, the fact 
| remains that a nurnbex of staples, no laaa 


i than speculative ^curities, have hard- 


ened in value during the week. Anthra- 
cite coal, prices in which have begun to 


, drop because of the open winter, ha« 


been perceptibly braced. The influence 
of colder weather, too, is perceptible in 


| the wheat market, much, of the winter 


crop being unprotected by snow. Other' 
influences for strength in. this market 
have been the representations as to 
foreign crops, the Argentine plague and 
stronger European advices. 


Among products not affected by cur- 


rent»weather conditions might be men- 
tioned cotton, which, owing largely to 
better foreign buying and the r*iported 
abandonment of extremely large Eng- 
lish crop estimates, has reached the 
highest point for a number of years. 


There is little coiaslort to the hoperi 


for lower prices in tfc* reports from the 
iron trade. 


In General distributive trade the re- 


ports tor January vary with the branches 
of trade concerned. Retail distribution 


I was undoubtedly unfavorably effected 


by mild weather and stocks of retailers 
In some sections of the country are re- 
ported large. On spring- account, how- 
ever, the January business appears to 
have been in a high degree satisfactory, 
shipments from leading centers being 
much, heavier than in January a year 
ago, whatever complaints were received 
of backward new business being at- 
tributed to earlier buying having antici- 
pated the regular season. 


Woolen goods are holding the advances 


recently asked, and raw wool is firm, 
though sales are smaller than for some 
weeks past. 


The cotton goods situation remains 


apparently a strong one. Back-ward de- 
liveries are still complained of by con- 
verters, and the jobbing business In 
spring cottons is a good one. 


The current demand for shoes remains 


quiet. Weather conditions have be«n 
against a lange distribution of winter 
footwear, but eastern manufacturers 
are represented busy on. new goods. 
Leather is dull, but hides are no weaker. 


Failures are few and liabilities are 


small. The total number of failures In 
the United States during January was 
1122; liabilities aggregate$10,180,879. As- 
sets agferegated only 40 percent of lia- 
bilities and were 39 percent smaller than 
in January a year ago. 


Business failures for the week num- 


ber only 171, as compared with 207 in thjj 
weak a year ago, 293 In 1898.

the legislature by proclamation as he 
essayed to do, enforcing his order at 
the point of the bayonet. It was well 
known that the committee of the legis- 
lature on contested elections was pre- 
pared to report in favor of Goebel and 
that the legislature would declare in 
favor of Goebel also. The shooting of 
Goebel hurried matters, as the demo- 
crats wanted at least the honor of a 
deathbed governor and, besides, the 
Tight of succession. Accordingly the 
democrats were decided to have Goebel 
declared governor by the legislature 
the day after he was shot, which de- 
claration would mate him chief ex- 
ecutive, legally or illegally. And no 
doubt it was to prevent this being 
done, more than for any other reason, 
that Governor Taylor declared a state 
insurrection to exist and proclaimed 
the legislature adjourned till February 
6 to meet in the town of London. A 
majority of the legislature ignored the 
governor's proclamation and managed 
to vote William Goebel governor. 


The question, lies here and it is, 


"was the legislature adjourned when & 
majority 
of its members declared 


Goebel governor?" 
If the governor 


has the power to proclaim the legisla- 
ture adjourned it was adjourned and 
the act of the majority of its members 
a s if no consequence and Goebel was 
mot legally declared governor. If the 
governor has not the power to proclaim 
the legislature adjourned then Goebel 
was legally pronounced governor and 
Taylor has at present no legal warrant 
for exercising any of the gubernatorial 
powers. 
So under the circumstances 


an injunction restraining him would 
be equivalent to a court decision that 
he had no power to adjourn the legis- 
lature, for <~n injunction could not be 
asked for unless on the argument that 
Goebel was legally pronounced gov- 
ernor, nor could it very well be grant- 
ed without the court being inclined to 
the opinion that Taylor acted illegally 
and that Goebel was legally made gov- 
ernor. 


However, if it had not been for the 


death of Goebel being imminent 'it 
would have been the best plan for 
Corbel's friends in the legislature to 
-have submitted to Taylor's proclama- 
tion, reconvened at the time and place 
appointed and then voted their man 
Into office.

The overwork and exposure of New 


York firemen whenever a "cold snap" 
visits that city is graphically set be- 
fore the readers of the February Cen- 
tury by Jacobs A. Riis. 


"What Colonel Roosevelt said of his 


Rough Riders after the fight in the 
trenches before Santiago, that it is the 
test of men's nerve to _ have them 
roused up at 3 o'clock in the morning 
hungry and cold, to fight an enemy at- 
tacking in the dark ,and then have 
them all run the same way—forward— 
is true of the firemen as well, and, 
like the Rough Riders, . they never 
failed when the test came. The fire- 
men going to the front at the tap of 
the bell, no less surely to grapple with 
lurking death than the men who faced 
Mauser bullets, but with none of the 
incidents of glorious war, 
the flag, 


the hurrah, and all the things that 
fire a soldiers heart, to urge them on 
—clinging half naked with numb fin- 
gers to the ladders as best they can 
while trying to put on their stiff and 
frozen garments—is one of the sights 
that make one proud of bein^ a man. 
To see them in 
action, 'dripping 


icicles from helmet and coat, high up 
on the ladder, perhaps, incased in solid 
Ice and frozen to the rungs, yet hold- 
ing the stream as steady to its work 
as if the spray from the nozzle did 
not fall upon them in showers of 
stinging hail, is very apt to make a 
man devotedly thankful that it is not 
his lot to fight fires in winter. It is only 
a couple of winters since, at the burn- 
ing of a South street warehouse, two 
pipemen had to be chopped from their 
ladder with axes, so thick was the 
armor of ice that they had formed 
about and upon them 
while they 


worked. 
The terrible beauty of such a sight 


is very vivid in my memory. It was 
on the morning when Chief Bresnan 
and Foreman Rooney went clown with 
half a dozen of their men in the col- 
lapse of the roof of a burning fac- 
tory- The men of the rank and file 
hewed their way though to the open 
with their axes. The chief and the 
foremen were caught under the big 
water tank, the wooden supports of 
which had been ,burned away, 
and 


were killed. They were still lying un- 
der the wreck when I came. The fire 
•uns out. The water running over the 
edge of the tank had frozen, into huge 
icicles that hung like a great white 
shroud ov£r the bier of the two dead 
heroes. It was a gas fixture factory 
end the hundreds of pines, twisted 
into all manner of fantastic shapes of 
glitering ice, lent a most weird effect 
to the sorrowful scene. I can still see 
Chief Gicciuel, a\l smoke-begr'imic.d, 
and with the tears streaming down his 
big 
manly face—poor. 
Gicquel! 
he 


went to join his brothers in so many 
a hard fight only the other day- 
pointing back toward the wreck with 
choking words, "They are in there!" 
They had fought their last fight and 
Sn as they ever did, ever, if thev 
did give thrfr lives for tho victory.

.The Decision Rendered in the Recent 


Contests. 


The Dartmouth preliminary debates, 


•which were recently held in the audit- 
orium of the biological laboratory, re- 
sulted as follows: 
The ir.-st question 


for debate was, "Resolved, that a na- 
tional income tax would be a desirable 
feature of the federal system of taxa- 
tion." \V. P. Schell.

Surgeon Ileaaeler, Who Stootf Beilde 


Him, Tell* tbe Story. 


The following account'of the death 


of General Lawtou has been received 
lu a letter from Surgeon Beaseley to 
jls family, who resides at Saucellto,1 


Cal. The writer was within a few, 
feet of General Lawtoa whan he was 
struck aiid was one of the first to reach 
him after he had fallen from his horse, 
says the New 1'ork Sun. The letter 
reads: 


"I was at the head of our column 


when an officer rode up and told me 
that there was a wounded man over to- 
ward the river, pointing out the loca- 
tion. So I cantered over in the direc- 
tion given, and on my way 1 noticed 
a tall man standing alone about 20 
yards away to my right. 
He was 


dressed in a yellow oilskin and white- 
helmet. He put up his hand and call- 
ed for mo to come over to him. I did 
so and then recognized that it was 
General Lnwton. He told me that I 
had better not go over there on my 
horse, saying there was a wounded 
man there, but he would send a litter 
and have him brought to me. We were 
in a somewhat depressed place. I 
handed the bridle to my orderly and 
went across. The wounded man was 
Lieutenant Breckinrldge of General 
Lawton's staff. 
A litter came soon 


afterward and with it another officer, 
Captain King. I helped carry the lit- 
ter back to where I had left my horse 
and found General Lawton still there. 


"When within six feet of him, I no- 


ticed a bullet splash in a pond of wa- 
'ter about 20 feet behind hfm and at 
the same time saw him turn slightly in 
his saddle. The officer -who was with 
him also noticed the movement and 
said to him, 'General, are you hit?' 'I 
am shot in the chest,' was his answer. 
The nest instant he turned quickly in 
a half circle and plunged 
forward. 


Captain King caught him as he fell. I 
put my band on his pulse. There was 
none, and at the same time blood pour- 
ed from his mouth. The light of life 
left his eyes, and> after a few short 
breaths the general, who a few mo- 
ments before was a strong, powerful 
man, 
an indomitable worker, a bril- 


liant and absolutely fearless soldier, 
lay a corpse."

Effect Upon Actors of Interruptions From 


the Audience—The Man Who Sneezed. 
May Irwlu and "The Widow Jones.' 
Wanted Burr Mclntosh to "Soak Him." 


Players are affected almost as deeply 


by happenings in tho audience as is the 
audience by happenings on the stags. 
Sometimes they are moved to wrath, but 
more frequently to laughter. Occasion- 
ally they are frightened out of their 
lines. 


A man sat in an aisle seat, three rows 


from the front, at a performance of."El 
Capitan" the other night. He -was a fat 
man, and ho gave a sneeze suddenly—a 
terrific sneeze. It Was followed by an- 
other that shook the plumes on the big 
hats of the-women around and made the 
lights flicker. The audience suspended 
attention and looked at the sneezer, and 
the players paused just as he snorted 
out a third sneeze that ended in a high 
note such aa seldom had been heard in 
those parts, though the Metropolitan 
Opera House is near by. El Capitan 
stretched out his long arms toward the 
man, rolled his big eyes heavenward 
and said in a sepulchral voice: 


"Heaven bless you, sir." 
This brought the audience back to the 


etage -with a roar, and in a second the 
performance was running on at high 
pressure, while the fat man chuckled 
over the fact that for a brief space he 
had been the star of the evening. A few 
minutes later a Sun reporter asked Mr. 
Hopper how he was affected by the 
funny things that happen in the audi- 
ence. After getting a grip on El Capi- 
tan's nose and throwing down a cup of 
hot coffee, as he does between acts, he 
answered: 


' 'American audiences are not demon- 


strative, and as a rule things don't hap- 
pen in front. Of course the man wfco 
sneezed tonight couldn't help it, but he 
made such a blasting success of it that 
it affected the whole house and there- 
fore the players. If an actor is playing 
a part where he can say something, it 
is the best thing to do, for it makes them 
all laugh and keeps them from noticing 
a pause." 


May Irwin is an actress with whom 


even metropolitan audiences take liber- 
ties. "People have a habit of calling to 
me from the audience when they want 
me to sing a special song or to recite 
something," she said the other evening. 
"One night a man in the body of the 
house called out to me to recite 'Hia- 
watha. ' He took me off my feet for a 
minute. I couldn't remember a line of 
it, but I called back: 'I will if you'll 
give me my cue. I've forgotten how it 
starts.' He gave me the first line, and I 
shouted it for him. 


"When. I was playing the Widow 


Jones one night, during the kissing 
scene between Rice and myself a man 
shouted, 'I'd like to be in your place, 
Mr. Eice. I would.' Bice and I were 
both convulsed, and the audience roared. 
When the piece is funny, it often adds 
to the humorous situation for some one 
in front to do something unusual 


"I never shall forget an experience I 


had while playing the Widow- in Cin- 
cinnati, though of course it isn't art for 
an actor to see anything that goes on in 
front or to recognize anybody in the au- 
dience, and I never do.—I don't think. 
One night, as I was saying, in the city 
of cinders and beer, I noticed the queer- 
est looking old woman down ia front. 
She looked like a farmer's wife, tod she 
kept peering up at me over her glasses. 
She didn't laugh once, and in all my 
life I never saw a human being take a 
play so seriously. She was with another 
woman who wasequally serious. Final- 
ly the old woman jumped up and, peer- 
ing at me over her glasses and shaking 
her finger in my face, said, with a rasp- 
ing, western twang: 
" 'Well, you don't look one bit like 


her.'"I was flustered, but I managed to 
gasp: 
" 'Like whom?' 
"'Like the Widow Jones,' she an- 


swered. 


"'Well, I am,' said L 
" 'I don't believe a word you're say- 


in,' said she, 'for I know'd the Widow 
Jones and her husbau' nigh on to 20 
years ago. I stood up with 'em when 
they was hitched, and you don't look like 
her. She went off from these parts, and 
I heerd she was a widow and that Jones 
was dead, and then I heerd she was at 
this the-ater, and I cum to see. You ain't 
the Widow Jones, and I just want to say 
one thing more—I don't see how you 
dare to take other people's names and 
use 'em.' 
" With that she flounced out, but the 


next day when I appeared at a rehearsal 
she was on band to give me another 
blast. I explained to her how it was. 
She'd never seen a play before and had 
come 20 miles to see her old friend, the 
Widow Jones. There was a timeVhen 
ench things frightened tho life out of 
me, but I've learned to turn them to 
good account" 


Perhaps there is not another man on 


the stage so phlegmatic as Burr Mcln- 
tosh during unusual occurrences in 
front. He' lays his coolness all to the 
training he got on the football field 
when he was at Princeton. 
"I find more unexpected things hap- 


pen on the stage than in the audience," 
said Mr. Mclntosh. "However, the first 
night we opened in 'At Piney Ridge' I 
got a piece of advice from the front. I 
said to the villain, 'You lef' the colo- 
inel's baty up thar, an you brung yo' 
own down hcah.' And his lines follow: 
'Yon lie.' I instantly make a movement 
as if to strike him; hull, remembering 
that ladies are present, my arm drops to 
my side. A man in front was so infuri- 
ated with the heartless villain that he 
called out to me: 'Soak him, Jackl Hit 
him a good one for hunk,' and then he 
hissed like a mad gander."—New York 
Son- '

The association has been of much im- 
portance since its organization, as a 
M 'ulder of opinion in educational cir- 
cles. From the very first meeting it 
has tended to bring- about many neces- 
sary changes in methods of education, 
and to do away with many prejudices, 
such as that toward the high school 
which the rich thought to democratic 
and the poor too aristocratic.

sociation has been of groat use in many 
ways and has attained to the eminence 
in educational circles that its promi- 
nent founders 
hoped it would..

speaking of teachers Mr. Hah said the 
model teacher is tho one who loves 
to impart and has the model way of 
doing things.

Springfield next spoke on arithmetic, 
v hich was placed among t're regular 
studies in the common sc-hoo's of Mas- 
sachusetts in 17S9, and which he said 
vas tho most important study yet in- 
t"oduced.

"Which has ;>roven to us to be the 
greater service in our adult life, those 
cT us who are not teachers, mathemat- 
ics,

schools. 


Supervisor Walter S. Parker of Bos- 


ton was introduced and delivered a 
speech full of deep thought and inter- 
est on national history, givin? as defin- 
ition of history, "anything which has 
to do with personality, and personality 
influences the world." 


Superintendent -L. P. Xasli of Hoi- 


yoke spoke on teaching language to the 
children, bringing out th« des'-ability 
of teaching the children clearly, pick- 
ing the choicest possible word", and 
by all means abolishing the slang u<=ed 
by the people of the world, so called. 


Hon. Charles J. Baxter, state super- 


intendent of public instruction in, New 
Jersey, had as his subject the motives 
which induced students to tench school. 
He said that the successful teacher 
should be the one who starts in simply, 
if not wholly for 
tho love of it. as 


others, with a purely mrccenary motive 
would, after gaining- the obiect re- 
quired, drop the teaching as suddenly 
as it was taken up. 


At the afternoon session Rev. A. B.
